CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

1. A bedside organizer for positioning on a bed, the bed 
5 having a top surface width and two sides, comprising: 

an elongated piece of fabric, the piece having an 
underside, a top surface, two side portions, and a middle 
portion extending therebetween, the middle portion having a 
width equivalent to the bed top surface width, each side 

10 portion having a distinctive top edge near its upper end and 
a distinctive bottom edge near its lower end; and 

a plurality of vertical pouches extending between the 
top and bottom edges of the side portions, each of said 
pouches having a pouch opening adjacent to the top edge of 

15 the side portion. 

2. The bedside organizer as recited in claim 1, wherein 
each side portion further comprises a pair of overlays, each 
overlay attached to the top edge of each side portion and 

20 selectively extending over the openings of the pouches to 
conceal said pouches and selectively allow access to said 
pouches through the pouch openings of said pouches. 

3. The bedside organizer as recited in claim 2, wherein the 
25 pouches are constructed from an elastic material.

4. A method of organizing bedside items using a bedside 
organizer in conjunction with a bed having a top surface 
width and two sides, the bedside organizer having two side 
portions, each of said side portions having a distinctive top 
edge near its upper end and a distinctive bottom edge near 
its lower end, a middle portion extending between said side 
portions, a plurality of vertical pouches extending between 
the top and bottom edges of said side portions, each of said 
pouches having a pouch opening adjacent to the top edge of 
the side portion, comprising the steps of: 

choosing the bedside organizer having a middle portion 
substantially equal to the bed top surface width 

extending the middle portion of the bedside organizer 
over the top surface of the bed; 

dropping the side portions of the bedside organizer 
against the bed sides; and 

inserting items into the pouches of the bedside 
organizer. 

5. The method of organizing bedside items as recited in 
claim 4, wherein each of the side portions has an overlay 
extending from the top portion of the side edges which 
selectively cover the pouch openings of the pouches of said 
side portion, and wherein the step of inserting items into 
the pouches is preceded by the step of raising the overlays 
to expose the pouch openings and is followed by the step of 
lowering the overlays to conceal the pouch openings. 
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
